Branch, I find that a grant was made to the Honourable .~ 
Sam Smith and John Beverley Robinson of three quarters 
of this tract, consisting of lots one to nine 
inclusive, lst and 2nd range South of Dundas Street 
and lots one to eight inclusive lst range North of 
Dundas Street. A description of this is enclosed 

and also a copy of the Order-in-Council in reference 
thereto. It may be that in the Registry Office you 
will find, as I intimated, some reference to how 


these lots were disposed of.
